One of the principal points 
concerns the disposition of the German fleet, so vital to 
England. Now th a t the fleet is in the hands of the revolu­ 
tionaries it is not improbable that the German plenipoten­ 
tiaries may not at once be enabled to give the assurances 
the allies will demand. It should be recalled in connection 
with this point th a t Great Britain insisted on having one 
of h e r admirals present with Marshal Foch at the meeting 
Wiith the commissioners and that Germany sent Admiral 
von Hintze.

T h e passage of th e good roads 
bond issue means a tremendous 
forw ard step for Illinois. 
Unoffi 
elal returns indicate that pvory 
county in the state gave a m a 
jority in favor of the proposition 
and this is more of a united senti­ 
m en t th an even th e strongest a d ­ 
vocates of the proposal expected 
The hundreds of miles the hard 
road bill provides will in a few 
y e a r s ’ time bring every Morgan 
county farm to within two miles 
of such a road. 
It Is to be ex­ 
pected too that th e system thus 
“provided 
will be increased and 
extended until practically every 
farm in the state 
joins 
or 
is 
brought much n e a rer to the hard 
road system. 
The new roads will 
mean much more th a n mere con­ 
venience for they will have a di­ 
rect 
effect upon 
transportation 
problems ami should eventually 
mean lower living costs. 
At th e request of Gov. Lowden 
the state highway commission has 
already started an investigation 
to see if it will not he possible to 
begin th e good ro ad s work the 
coming year. 
The pledge made 
by the governor an d those most 
interested in the bond issue was 
that th e re would be no issuance 
of th e bonds until afte r the war 
had closed. 
It seems now that 
the g rea t conflict is about ended 
and th e governor with ills custom­ 
ary quickness of action and fore­ 
sight has started th e movement 
Aor early beginning t h e actual 
work. 
This has been done no 
doubt not only because the good 
roads a r e so vastly needed but be­

m orning we felt and 
heard it. 
So did t h e Boches, and 
I understand th a t

ands of them w ere only too glad 
to cry “ kamerad.”

of th em as patients on the train, 
but I haji none in m y ward.

fellow Who did h a v e charge

them was a native-born Irishman, 
who could have ta lk e d Chinese as 
well as German. 
More than once 
he asked me to in terp ret for him,

One 
"bz 
kept 
croushed on 
all 
fours 
in bed 
like a cat. 
We th o u g h t perhaps 
he h ad an abdom inal wound 
or 
that some Yank hastened his r e ­ 
treat by a bayonet jab, but neith­ 
er w as the case. H e was “krank” 
somewhere, 
but 
m y 
“Was 
is 
dan ” 
failed to b rin g forth any 
words which are in my vocabu­ 
lary. 
We 
often 
find 
Germans 
with bayonet w ounds, 
but 
I’ve 
never yet seen an American with 
such a wound. 
Did I ever send you any 
pic­ 
tures of the train? 
If not 
you 
will find two pictures of No. 
5 4 
in th e Munsey’s for August, 1918 
I ani in charge of o n e 
of those 
ward-cars, such as you see In th e 
picture. 
To the m e n right off the 
field, our train seem s like heaven 
Itself, and unless they are very 
badly 
wounded, th e y are asleep 
very shortly after getting into a 
real bed ‘‘with sp rin g s and every­ 
thing” . This work is 
a 
certain 
am ount of satisfaction in 
being 
able to do something for fellows 
who have left an a r m or a leg on 
the field, or like a m a n on my last 
trip, have lost both eyes. 
O ften they are 
utterly 
help­ 
less, and I rem em ber during 
th e 
July drive of 
h a v in g a negro 
aboard who bad b e e n shot in the 
leg, a n d had had 
only first-aid. 
He said his foot w a s like ice. and 
he thoyght he was dying. 
I sup­ 
pose. 
I didn't relish the job, but 
I soaked 
his blood-clotted shoe 
and 8oak, and then wash his foot 
In h o t water, rub 
It 
until 
th e 
blood got Into circulation again. 
The fellow 
probably 
will 
lose 
that leg, for it w as a 
very bad 
wound, but 
he 
deserved 
what 
little attention we could give him 
and th a t is no w o rse than 
some 
of th e things we r u n up against 
on every trip. 
T h e 
Red Cross 
people are doing t h e same 
sort 
of w ork, too, and I 
don’t know 
but w h at we are all a little better 
off for having to d o disagreeable 
things now and th e n . 
You probable k n o w 
that 
the 
medical 
department 
Is 
not 
a 
popular branch of th e service. 
I 
often wish I were in almost any 
other 
branch, 
a lth o 
with 
my 
seventeen month’s 
experience, I 
can probably do m o re good right 
here th a n I could anywhere else. 
Our 
department 
is 
made 
up 
largely of college 
fellows 
who 
thought 
that 
th e ir 
chemlsty 
and biology courses would come 
in hundy in hospital work. How­ 
ever, w e have learned 
that 
the 
main prerequisites here, are com­ 
mon sense, a calm 
temperament 
(which I have not) and plenty of 
patience . 
Our 
zoology, 
astro­ 
nomy. psychology, a n d the 
rest 
of o ur “ ologies”, h a v e not made 
us any more efficient 
as 
dish­ 
washer or mop-wielders, anil lots 
of us have learned to 
do things 
which have not yet crept Into any 
college course that I know of. The 
lot of some college fellows in the 
army, has been far from satisfac­ 
tory, for the simple reason thut 
they c a n ’t see the humorous part 
of it 
Naturally m o st of the ser­ 
geants have come fro m the 
“old 
reg ulars” who were in before the 
war, und I 
know 
a 
doctor 
of 
philosophy who is n nrlvate, and 
is u n der a sergeant w ho is notorl 
ously illiterate.

LIEUT. WOODS IN FRANCE 


Lieut. C. H. Woods writes his 
friends: 
France, Sept. 15, 1918. 
Imagine if you can a big room 
in an 
old 
shell 
riddled 
store 
house, a large fire place with 
a 
roaring log fire, four typewriters 
clicking merily 
while i n 
one 
corner a telephone 
switchboard 
with an 
operator 
working 
the 
wires, and the drip, drip of the 
rain drops coming th ru the shell 
holes in th e 
roof. 
While 
out­ 
side the wind and raiii is a per­ 
fect gale, then 
the 
boom 
and 
crash of shells. 
This 
is a picture of our office 
where we are running 
this 
war 
or helping to run 
it 
and 
amid 
all this, I will try to w rite of the 
the past w eek’s happenings. 
You remember 
I 
last 
wrote 
you of our being on the edge of 
the “ Promised Land.” We 
were 
headed th a t direction but were 
suddenly stopped by orders and 
we rested in a 
most 
beautiful 
little valley for two 
weeks, 
bil­ 
leted In a nice clean village. 
“A Little Bit of H eaven.” _ _ 


Our chaplain said m a t 
valley 
was his idea of heaven, 
and 
if 
there were a few 
angels 
flying 
around It would be 
perfect, 
so 
you can imagine how nice it was. 
In the billet where we had our 
office there was 
a 
little 
family 
consisting of the m other, one boy 
of 12 and twin girls of 
5, 
and 
they were as nice children as 
I 
have met so far. 
I exhausted my 
supply of chewing gum before 
it 
made a h it with them. 
Spilled From Motorcycle. 
While at this place 
a 
motor­ 
cycle and side car was issued to 


us for the use of the major, so we 
asked the brigade 
headquarters 
to furnish us with a driver, until 
we could locate one in our 
own 
battalion. 
He and 
I 
went 
to 
draw it and on our way back the 
first thing he did was to run into 
a coiner of a building and 
spill 
me out, then afte r ge«*’ 
started 
again we ran Into an old woman 
with a wheel 
barrow, 
full 
of 
vegetables, drae«- - 
the 
ba raw 
for 
half 
a 
scattering turnips, cabbage 
and 
lettuce along the 
street. 
Then 
missing a m otor truck by a h a ir ’s 
breadth we pulled up In front of 
headquarters. 
The m ajor wanted ta know 
if 
the driver was all right, so I told 
him sure (b ut be sure to see 
if 
his insurance was 
paid 
up 
to 
date. 
T hat evening 
the 
m a jo r 
had a long list of accidents which 
befell him and the next m orning 
we got one of our 
own 
men on 
the job, and have 
lived 
happly 
ever after. 
Wild N ight’s Ride. 


We received onders one evening 
to start to 
another 
sector 
and 
help out another one of the Allies 
so after dark we started on o u r 
journey to this place 
in 
m otor 
trucks, a wild nig ht’s 
ride 
it 
was too. as there were thousands 
of troops on the road that night. 
At (I in the m orning we 
arrived 
safely. 
In Verdun Region. 


This sector is where the h a r d ­ 
est lighting has taken place sev­ 
eral times, during the war 
an d 
on one hill 65,000 French 
lost 
their lives in one of the 
drives 
and eyery w here are graves 
of 
both French and German soldiers 
Iii (’ave an d Sewer Pipe. 
Our men are quartered 
In 
a 
big cave which will 
hold 
1,000 
men and is lighted 
by 
electric 
lights run by a gasoline engine 
while the officers are In sm aller 
dugouts, outside. 
My quarters are 
in 
a 
large 
steel sewer 
pipe 
covered 
over 
with dirt 
and 
divided 
in 
tw o 
small rooms 
large 
enough 
to 
stand up in and is quite cosy. 


Yesterday a bold Fritz crossed 
our lines and got two of our ob­ 
servation balloons right close to

We watched him dive for th e 
first one, then

chute. 
Then away he flew to th e 
second one and repeated the p e r­ 
formance, while the anti-aircraft 
kept plugging at him.
